' OTTAWA, Nov. 22.—Walter Tucker, Liberal leader in 
Saskatchewan, accompanied by William Wood, former presi- 
dent of the Saskatchewan Association of Municipalities and 
Liberal candidate in Kinistino, have been in Ottawa for two 
days pleading the case of a market for western livestock 
growers. Apparently, they have had some success with the 
cabinet as it is reported here that the government has 
decided to take steps to raise bacon, pork and beef prices to 
the growers by various methods. 

Action, it is reported, awaits the arrival here next 
week of a marketing delegation from the British govern- 
ment to deal with re-negotiation of British contract meat 
prices.

Mr. Wrong did not give out these facts 
boastfully, or on his own motion.

He further pointed out that 
Canada was free to take similar action to 
that taken at Washington to cut down credit 
to Britain and other “‘sterling” countries, but 
has not done this. 

Canadians will also do well to keep these 
facts in mind.

Anyone who knows human nature can tell 
what would have happened if such warning 
and threats had been given out. They would 
have been taken as advance notices that any- 
one who wanted to buy United States goods 
had better buy quickly. The rush of orders 
to U.S. manufacturers and distributers would 
have speeded up at once, and the stream of 
U.S. dollars flowing south across the border 
would have swollen still faster. Under 
pressure to “buy while you can” imports 
would have gone up sharply—and by this 
time there wouldn't be enough dollar reserves 
left to signify. 

Canadians did not buy so largely in the 
United States because they wanted to dis- 
Sipate the dollar reserves. They bought 
there because they could not buy anywhere 
else. Canada’s industrial system was not 
stepping up production in any adequate 
degree. Our customers overseas had little 
to send us. Scarcity was the order of the 
day. From household conveniences to mach- 
inery, there was only one direction in which 
to look for many needed and long-wanted 
supplies. Naturally Canadian orders went 
to the United States for such of these—not 
otherwise obtainable — things as could be 
bought there. 

To have told the buyers last summer that 
they should stop buying these scarce com- 
modities in the United States would have 
been to tell them that they should stop buy- 
ing— and they were tired doing without 
things they wanted and had the money to 
pay for. To have threatened them with 
embargoes to come would only have been to 
tell them that they had better buy while buy- 
ing was possible, that they had better even 
anticipate future requirements and get the 
g00ds while the getting was possible 

If any method of checking imports was to 
be successful, the ban had-to be dropped 
without notice—without even advance hints. 


What Does it Mean 

Having formally, and unanimously, con- 
demned war-propaganda, the General 
Assembly of the United Nations should next 
proceed to explain what the resolution 
means. What exactly is war-propaganda, 
and to what did the delegates refer when

| Just Passing the Time 
| John Masefield, the English poet laureate, 
whose splendid poem on the marriage of the 
| Princess Elizabeth has lately appeared in the 
| press, once wrote a series of verses on the 
wastefulness of those lives which are devoted 
| to merely “passing the time.” 
It is no new topic. John Wesley and many 
| others have fulminated upon the swiftness 
| of human life and upon the emptiness of 


those lives that are not filled with good | 


works. Wesley said, “I shall pass through 


this way but once; any good I can do, or any | 


kindness that I can show, let me not defer it 
or neglect it, for I shall not pass this way 
again.” 

That is a thought to be taken to the 
hearts, not only of those who follow John 
Wesley, but of all Christian people. For one 
of the greatest corroding elements in the 
Church today is the prevalence of that pass- 
ivity of which both Masefield and Wesley 
complain 


The passive Christian is a negative 
Christian. It is true that he abstains from 
doing evil. But he also abstains from doing 
good. 


He usually has a fine respect for the Ten 
Commandments and observes their prohibi- 
tions rigidly. But if he does not take life, 
neither does he give it. 

He doubtless obeys the injunctions of 
Christ to love God and his neighbor. But 
his idea of loving his neighbor is not to help 
his neighbor but to refrain from doing his 
neighbor harm. 

Passive Christianity doubtless has its 
value. But the world so urgently needs 
active Christianity—that kind of well-doing 
which involves positive action—that it seems 
a great pity more Christians are not moti- 
vated by it. 

It seems a great misfortune that so many 
are content, in their religious life with “just 
passing the time.”

THERE IS A MAN down in Los 
Angeles who has _ successfully 
spark-plugged an emergency feed- 
ing project which may save le- 
gions of lives. He is Clifford 
Clinton, who was more or less

| In the depression Clinton cut 
|through red tape and handed out 
jtens of thousands of meals—free. 
| Naturally that meant cost had to 
| be cut to the bone. 
| After some army service, Clin- 
{ton began to concentrate on mass 
|feeding. What were the rock-bot- 
jtom essentials for an all-purpose 
}emergency food, which would at 
least keep a human being alive, 
|in reasonable health? 
| Dr. Heriry Borsook, of the Cal- 
lifornia Institute of Technology, 
| took over the problem. He has 
| developed an emergency food call- 
ed M.P.F.—which stands for Multi- 
| Purpose Food It is made on a 
soya basis, with the oil expressed 
down to 6%, when it is called 
|“Grit.” To this they add a mix of 
vitamins and flavors. 

It comes dry and you mix it 
with water—three parts water to 
one part M.P.F, The cost per 
meal per person is three cents. 

The food is being distributed by 
a non-profit organization called 
Meals for Millions Foundation, 
648 South Broadway, Los Angeles.

Most fre- 
quent use is in stew or soup. ., 
a few institutions have made it 
into a baked loaf, or little cakes 
like hamburgers.”

Dairy Ltd. and Jasper Dairy for 
an increase in milk prices compat- 
ible with increased production 
costs, was adjourned Friday until 
Thursday of next week. 

Friday afternoon's sitting of the 
Board of Utility Commissioners, 
dealing with the application, was | 
taken up with cross-examination 
of H. O. Patriquih, chartered ac- 
countant, on the cost accounting 
system used by the distributing 
firms. 

L. Y. Cairns, KC, counsel for the 
board, sought to establish that the 
allocation of certain costs to the 
fluid milk department were in- 
equitable, 

Mr. Patriquin said the account- 
ing system used was satisfactory, 
and was equitable to consumers. 

A. J, Ottewell, Clover Bar dairy 
farmer, testified that as a mem. | 
ber of a provincial board he had/ 
endeavored to have dairy farmers | 
enter a co-opertive scheme to pro-| 
vide veterinarian services for 
treatment of mastitis in cattle. | 
Under the plan, each farmer's herd 
would be inspected and infected 
cattle treated for a fee of $50 for 
the year, Only 14 farmers were | 
willing to participate, and the plan 
could not be put into operation. 

Mastitis, according to evidence 
given at the hearing, has been tak- 
ing a heavy toll of cattle in the 
Edmonton milk shed.

Your Baby and Mine 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 


Whenever there is any discussion | 


of toilet training the older mothers 
in the group are certain to laud 
the benefits of beginning early. 
This is confusing to the younger 
mothers who at the dictation of 
their babies’ doctors have been 
told not to institite bladder train- 
ing before the 
or later, and bowel 
before the first year. 

There are reasons for this divi- 
sion of opinion. Research on child 
development has made it plain that 
it is unfair to the child to demand 
controls until development makes 
them possibie. Given time all chil- 
dren assume these cultural patterns 
to which they are exposed. But to 
demand that they fall in line be 
fore their growth and development 
have made this a conscious control, 


ality and of behavior that may seem 
unrelated to toilet training. 
There is no harm in, putting the 


child, old enough to sit up easily, | 


on the toilet at regular intervals. 
This should be looked upon as a 
ceremony which gives the child 
some familiarity with the toilet 
seat. There may be times, if the 
mother is alert to the child's needs, 
when this will make for temporary 
success. The child is “caught” at 
just the right time and urinates 
or defecates upon demand. The 
mother should show her pleasure 
at this grown-up behavior. 

But, up to and beyond the second 
year it is a mistake to make a fuss 
if the child does not cooperate at 
times. It should be expected that 
there will be periods when the 
child will refuse to sit on the toilet; 


from it; when wetting at any old 
time will be the order of the day

Field Barley Tests 
Puts 70% Class A 


The “crop testing plan” has now 
compiled thé analysis of a large 
number of growing semples of barley, 
each sample representing a field of 
barley which farmers thought in 
every instance was true-to-type | 
malting barley that would command 
the malting premium. 

The results are as follows: 70.5% 
of the samples classified as “A”, 
that is to say they were true-to-type 
of a good variety; 17.6% classified 
as “B” meaning that these crops | 
were beginning to be mixed with in- | 
ferior varities, and 11.9% graded “C” 
and “mixtures”. which means that | 
they did not consist of any one | 
variety, but were mixtures of var- 
ieties which certainly could not 
grade as malting barley and 26% 
of the samples were found to be of | 
an entirely different variety than | 
the farmers thought they were 
growing, | 

OAC. was the most popular 
variety with 42% of all the samples; 
Plush second with 21%; Olli third 
with 14%; Hannchen fourth with 
8% and “Montcalm” with 3.2%, 

The results show a considerable 
improvement over last year when 
only 58% graded “A”, There is 
however, still room for betterment. 
The use of registered seed is the 
only method that will ensure a 
true-to-variety.
